BC planners ban interior lit signs 


Boyne City planners only took a 
few minutes to discuss and ap- 
prove a new amendment to the 
city’s sign ordinance that would 
prohibit signs illuminated by a 
light source from the interior of 
the sign. 

The new rule, if approved by 
the city commission, would 

‘eliminate any more lighted plastic 
signs the planning body thinks are 
offensive to the look they want the 
city to portray. 


An example of an inside lit sign 
is the Century 21 sign or the Sub- 
way sign. 

The planners have been 
working on the sign ordinance for 
several months trying to figure out 
how the proliferation of lit signs 
could be controlled. The meeting 
held Monday night is just the first 
step in trying to control the 
signage that many new businesses 
are installing. 

Also included in the new amen- 


dment are awnings lit from the in- 
terior and canopies. Those would 
be allowed only after the business 
gets approval from the planning 
body under a conditional use per- 
mit, Those types of signs would 
need to meet the review and 
criteria of the sign ordinance in or- 
der to get the approvals necessary 
prior to installation. 

The new Glen's awning is an 
example of that type of signage. 

The new amendment was 


presented to the planning body by 
City Attorney Tim Arner, who 
said the wording he presented was 
the conclusion of many meetings 
with city hall and studying other 
sign ordinances. 

The planners are also discussing 
the possibility to regulate the, time 
a sign could be lit. They want to 
require a business that is not open 
24 hours a day to turn off the sign

Boyne City getting in fiscal shape 


Boyne City Commissioners 
learned the city is getting in better 
shape after auditors from the 
Rehman, Robson and Company 
went over the city’s books for the 
last fiscal year. 

' The firm found no major areas 
of concern that would alert the city 
to make changes in the way they 
do business, only minor things that 


| are more a matter of bookkeeping 


than actual money outlays. 

The audit showed the city 
derives almost half of the revenues 
from local taxes which are up over 
the previous fiscal year that ended 
in May of 1989. Other revenue 
sources were about the same or 
less as state shared revenues 
declines. 

With thetight budgeting the 
city has been following for the past 
few years, the audit showed the 
city has spent less money than in 
1989 in the general, public safety, 
recreation and transfer funds 
while spending slightly more for 
health and welfare. 

The auditing firm suggested the 
city should charge itself interest on 
fund transfers between the 
general fund and the water and 
sewer funds, should maintain four 
separate debt retirement funds as 
required by the bond resolutions. 

They also suggested a different 


way of tracing funds being used- 


for infrastructure work, and said

the neck area. There may be few 
symptoms. High fever, headache, 
nausea and vomiting may accom- 
pany severe infections. Sometimes 
you can have a rash which is often 


mistaken for another childhood — 


illness such as roseola or measles. 
Strep throat with a rash (scarlet 
fever) has been reported in the 
area. 

Untreated people may develap 


middle ear infections, mastoiditis, 


and throat and neck abscesses. 
Other important problems are 
heart (rheumatic fever) and kidney 
(glomerulonephritis) disease. 
Although not a problem locally, 
rheumatic fever outbreaks have 
been reported nationally. 

Parents should be aware of the 
fact that strep throat is a treatable 
illness. Penicillin or erythromycin 
will prevent most complications to 
include rheumatic heart disease. 
Therefore, the Health Department 
urges parents to contact their 
family doctors if they think their 
children may have strep throat. 
Individuals given an antibiotic 
must complete the full course of 
therapy, even if they feel better in 
a few days. Children should not 
return to school, day care or nur- 
sery setting until at least 24 hours 
after beginning antimicrobial 
therapy, and until their tem- 
perature is normal. Close contact 
with other children during this 
time should be avoided.

Carl D. Bradley subject 
of Michigan History article 


The sinking of the largest ship 
on the Great Lakes and loss of 23 
crewmen in 1958, is one example of 
how the Lakes’ gales of November 
have come to be respected by even 
the most experienced sailors. Thir- 


ty-two years ago this month, the. 


Carl D. Bradley was “Broken In 
Two” and sank during a storm, ac- 
cording to the cover story in the 
November/December issue of 
Michigan History. 

The Bradley was a 623-footlong 
limestone carrier that had heen 
working the Great Lakes for 31 
years. On November 17, 1958, the 
empty ship embarked upon its last 
trip of the season to its Rogers 
City home port even though winds 
gusted to 35 m.p.h. 

Within a day the ship broke 
apart and sank in 300 feet of water 
in Lake Michigan. Read details of 
the shipwreck as described by the 
two surviving crew members, and 
the theories of the U.S. Coast 
Guard, which investigated the 
wreck. 

A sidebar article lists crew 
members of the Carl D. Bradley 
who drowned in the shipwreck, in- 
cluding several from Rogers City 
and Onaway. 

Other articles in the Novem- 
ber/December issue include the 
history of Shiawassee County, and 
an article about a fishing trip taken 
by young Ernest Hemingway to 
Seney in the Upper Peninsula. A 
notoriously rugged and rowdy 
frontier logging settlement, Seney 
was decidedly past its peak when 
Hemingway visited in 1919. Yet its 
atmosphere appealed to him, and 
the town appeared as a backdrop 
in later Hemingway works, in- 
cluding the short story “Big Two- 
Hearted River.” 

An article entitled “Eighty 
Acres” by former Missaukee 
County resident Ronald Jager 


describes his childhood on a farm 
near McBain during the 1930s and 
1940s. Jager uses humor to 
describe the eye-opening changes 
brought about by the family’s first 
Philco radio, and how the “war ef- 
fort” affected his life. 

The magazine also features ar- 
ticles about the 1915 resurvey and 
marking of the Ohio-Michigan 
boundary, which had been settled 
during the Toledo War; the in- 
fluential career of State Capitol

Each year: during the holiday 
season millions of Americans 
nationally and thousands locally 
give “Thanks” with large meals.. 
Unfortunately, improper ‘food 


selection, storage, preparation, and 


reuse cause needless foodborne 


illness. Hopefully; some of the 


following tips and su ns. of- 
fered by District Health Depar- 


tment No. 3 will help you avoid the 


problems of foodborne illness. 
First, check’. the turkey’s 
packaging for instructions for 
thawing, if it’s frozen, and cooking 
times. Keep the turkey in its 
original wrapper for thawing. The 
best provedure is to keep it in the 
refrigerator until. partially thawed 
and then complete the process-un- 


der cold, bot warm, running water. 

The turkey. should be cooked 
within 24 hours of thawing. If your 
schedule doesn't permit cooking 


immediately. after defrosting, 


cover. it with waxed paper and 
return it to the refrigerator. But, 
plan to cook it within the 24 hour 
time limit and never refreeze! 

Take time to carefully wash the 
bird inside and out, thoroughly, 
under cold running water. Drain it 
and wash giblets also. 

As you wash the turkey 
carefully, check for stickiness un- 
der the wings, at the joint where 
the legs and body meet, and the 
upper surface of the tail. If there is 
any stickiness, or if the wing tips 
are darkening, or if you detect a 


DNR urges hunters 
to make safety a priority 
for remaining season 


With 735,000 deer hunters ex- 
pected afield during Michigan’s 
Nov. 15-30 firearm deer season, 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) hunter safety specialists 
urge hunters to make firearm 
safety a priority during this period 
and on all their hunting outings. 

“Careless handling of firearms 
remains the major cause of big 
game accidents in Michigan,” said 
DNR Law Enforcement Chief 
Herb Burns. “When hunters take 
shortcuts on firearm safety, they 
give accidents a chance to happen.” 

Michigan ranks among the 
lowest in the nation in hunting ac- 
cidents, with 5.8 accidents per 
100,000 hunting licenses sold, com- 
pared to 8.57 nationally. DNR 
reports show these numbers could 
be reduced if hunters would ob- 
serve basic hunter safety rules. 

Burns emphasized three 

rimary firearm safety guidelines 
for Fy Huneors: (1) treat every firearm 
as if it is loaded, at all times; (2) 
always keep the muzzle of the 
firearm pointed in a safe direction; 
(3) be sure of your target and 
beyond. 

Michigan hunting accidents 
have dropped by 60 percent since 
the late 1970s. DNR hunter safety 
specialists attribute this decline to 
the hunter orange law (1977), 
requiring hunters to wear blaze 
orange cap, vest or jacket, and im- 
plementation of mandatory hunter 
safety training for hunters born 
since Jan. 1, 1960. 

Annually more than 30,000 hun- 
ters complete the state's free, 10- 
hour mandatory hunter safety 
education course taught by 1,200 
volunteer hunter safety specialists. 
More than 900,000 youths and 
adults have completed this course 
since 1960. 

“We stress that hunters use 
common sense in their approach to 

- firearm handling in our classes,” 
said John Bell of Grand Blane, a 
volunteer hunter education in- 
structor for 15 years and coor- 
dinator of the program in Genesee 
County. “When a hunter is com- 
placent about firearm safety, 
tragedies occur.” 

Shari Dann, state coordinator 
for the 4-H Shooting Sports 
Program for youths, age nine to 19, 
concurred.

Spectacular habits make 
woodcocks unique 


BY REG SHARKEY 
Wood hen; wood snipe; bog 


’ borer; bogsucker; hookum poke; 


Labrador twister; timber doodle; 
anda sprinkling of other names, 
based mostly on locality where this 
bird is found, refers to the 
American woodcock. 

Along. with those unusual 


- names this 6-9 ounce bird has 


habits that set it epi from the 
rest of the Sandpiper 

One of the ee habits of 
the male bird is the spring cour- 
tship flight. Leaping from the 
ground he ascends in a widening 
spiral to about 300 feet. There he 
circles while singing a liquid chir- 
ping song. Continuing on he does a 
falling leaf back to the ground. 

Often these courtship flights are 
performed on balmy spring 
moonlit nights. 

Probably the most unusual 
things about woodcocks are their 
physical characteristics. 

Here is a dumpy little 10-11 inch 
bird with a flesh-colored 21/2 inch 
bill attached to a head with large 
dark eyes set far back and high. In 
fact so highly set that the brain is 
upside-down in back of the eyes. 

It is a rather pretty little bird 
with its camouflaged feathering of 
varigated browns, black and grey 
above, with a rusty wash below. 
The short legs are of a pale 
greenish hue. 

Another odd thing about this 
“mule” of the sandpiper clan is its 
ability to probe for earthworms ( a 


staple) with its sensitive probing 
bil. Flexible on the end of the top 
bill. it detects earthworm 
movement, and like a pair of pliers 
snap shut on the squirming victim. 
And when it walks it teeters up 
and down like a hopscotching 


Incubating females are so 
inured to incubation duties that 
they will remain on the nest even 
allowing humans to. stroke them, 
especially if the eggs are in the 
process of hatching. 

Woodcock are considered game 
birds and about a million are har- 
vested each year by hunters. 

But recently woodcock 
populations are declining accor- 
ding to the Dept. of eee: US 
Fish and Wildlife 

Hunting doesn't ‘ earn ‘to be the 
factor in the decline. Encroaching 
civilization that is creating changes 
in habitat. is deemed the greatest 
factor in woodcock disappearance.

and the Ruffed Grouse Society will 
work in conjunction to restore 
habitat that will keep the funny lit- 
tle timber doodler as part of our 
native faunna. 

With the anti-hunting maladay 
sweeping the country those

Too much anti-freeze 
not helpful to car 


Too much of a good thing can be 
bad when it comes to filling your 
car’s radiator with antifreeze, 
AAA Michigan reports. 

“If too much antifreeze is put in- 
to the cooling system, it will.raise 
the freezing point and diminish its 
effectiveness,” said Paul Gliesman, 
AAA Michigan Emergency Road 
Service manager. 

“Antifreeze must he diluted 
with water before it can be used 
effectively,” Gliesman said. “A 
mixture of 50 percent antifreeze 
and 50 percent water is recom- 
mended to ensure protection to 36 
degrees below zero.” 

For protection beyond 36 
degrees below zero, motorists can 
use a mixture of two-thirds an- 
tifreeze to one-third water, 
Gliesman said. 

AAA Michigan offers winter 
drivers these tips on antifreeze 
use to keep a car's cooling system 
from freezing, boiling and 


g: 
¢ Check the level of radiator fluid 
in the cooling system every time 
the gas tank is filled. Marks on the 
radiator overflow tank indicate the 
proper level. If it’s low, a mixture 
of antifreeze and water should be 
poured into the overflow tank.

Cortright said the use of.the

He said the lake use back then 


was: about 38 percent of. the 
management plan. capacity.

He cited the continued. growth 
of single family residences on the 
lake shore saying that. about 100 
homes have been constructed sin- 
ce 1967 and the additional growth

prey He said his survey showed 
the growth of the boating industry 


» showed more power boats using 
the lake than sailboats, a change 


from 1987 when there were more 
sailboats than powerboats. - 
" Cortright based all of the sur- 
vey on a formula worked out and 
approved by the lake management 
commission that. was formed to 
study the lake several years ago. 
The formula is based on the 
amount of acreage needed by dif- 
fering types of boats in order to 
have a safe boating experience. 
Using the formula, he said the 
lake could hold 1,726 small type 
fishing craft with a 10 horsepower 
engine or less. Larger, faster boats

which would lessen the number of. 
‘boats on the lake at the ultimate 


use. He cited an example of an “off- 
shore” racer needing about 100 
acres to safely 
with the fishing boat that needs 
only about 10 acres. . 

Cortright explained the lake 
management survey update to 
members of the planning body as 
well as to severa) township officials 
who were invited to the meeting to 
share in the information. 

Cortright also showed a movie - 


‘explaining a phenomena called 
Paradigms are sets of 
rules that dre carta current 
thinking. By. showing movie a 
futurist presented, Cortright wan- 
ted the planners from the town-. 
ships and the city to sometimes 
look outside of the known rules 
when they think about what direc- 
tion they want their local gover- 
nment to go.
